THE  NEW  £2  COIN 

This  month’s  cover  features  the  reverse  of  the  new  £2  coin  commemorating 
the  13th  Commonwealth  Games  in  Edinburgh.  Designed  by  Norman  Sillman 
it  shows  the  Scottish  thistle,  surrounded  bv  a  laurel  wreath,  superimposed  on 
the  St.  Andrew’s  or  saltire  cross. 


The  Maklouf  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  appears  on  the  obverse  and  the 
edge-inscription  reads  xm  commonwealth  games  Scotland  i oso  with  a  cross- 
crosslet  “mintmark”. 


The  new  coin  is  28.4  mm  in  diameter  and  weighs  15.98  gr.  This  is  slightly 
smaller  than  the  l()p  but  much  heavier. 

The  £2  coin  is  included  in  the  Royal  Mint  United  Kingdom  decimal  sets  for 
1986.  The  £1  coin  in  the  set  features  the  new  Northern  Ireland  reverse  design 
which  depicts  a  flax  plant.  The  sets  also  contain  the  other  six  current 
denominations  and  are  offered  for  sale  elsewhere  in  this  issue.

Constantine  the  Great  and  the  Apocalypse: 

While  perhaps  it  is  unnecessary  to  comment  on 
an  article  written  by  someone  who  cites  as  an 
authority  ' Life  of  Constantine  by  Eusebius, 
Vol.  I,  pp.  26-40'  without  mentioning  an  edi¬ 
tion,  I  would  like  to  make  a  point  or  two 
concerning  the  article  'Constantine  the  Great, 
His  Coins  and  the  Apocalypse’  in  the 
December  Bulletin.  Dr  Massa  has  indeed 
found  many  parallels  between  Apocalypse  19, 
11-16  and  the  story  of  Constantine  the  Great, 
especially  if  one  assumes  that  the  author,  in 
writing  'his  eyes  were  as  a  flame  of  fire  (pyrosf 
(19,  12),  simply  meant  to  say  that  they  were 
inflamed  and  bloodshot.  Eusebius  does  not 
record,  however,  that  the  Beast,  and  the  Kings 
of  the  Earth,  and  their  armies  assembled  to 
make  war  against  Constantine  the  Great  (19, 
19),  or  that  he  killed  all  of  these  enemies  with  a 
sword  issuing  out  of  his  mouth  (19,  20-21). 
Nor  has  the  resurrection  of  the  saints  (20,  4) 
yet  occurred.  Other  than  these  details,  the 
prophecy  in  Apocalypse  has  indeed  been  ful¬ 
filled  most  exactly  in  the  life  of  Constantine 
the  Great. 

Regarding  ‘the  famous  Augur’s  wand  coin 
whose  image  some  believe  to  be  impressed  on 
the  Shroud  of  Turin’,  this  theory  of  the  late 
Father  Francis  L.  Filas,  S.  J.  has  been  thor¬ 
oughly  discredited  by  Biblical  numismatists.  1 
would  refer  Dr  Massa  to  the  articles  by  Mel 
Wacks  in  The  Shekef  Vol.  XV,  No.  2  (March- 
April  1982),  pp.  25-30  and  The  Augur,  Jour¬ 
nal  of  the  Biblical  Numismatic  Society ,  no.  35 
(1982),  pp.  137-140,  and  to  my  own  article  in 
Coin  World,  Oct.  7,  1981,  pp.  81—91  and  letter 
to  the  editor  of  World  Coin  News,  Nov.  3, 
1981,  p.  4.  Whatever  the  origin  of  the  Shroud 
of  Turin,  the  image  on  the  left  eye  that  Father 
Filas  wrote  of  cannot  be  made  to  match  th 
type  of  the  Augur’s  wand  coin  of  Pontic 
Pilate  because  the  'letters’  are  wrongly  placed 
with  respect  to  the  'design’,  and  one  of  the 
four  ‘letters’  is  incorrect  in  any  case.  —

I  write  in  reply  to  the  article  in  your  December 
Bulletin  entitled  “Where  have  all  the  young 
collectors  gone?”. 

At  last  someone  seems  to  have  noticed  the 
absence  of  the  young  collector.  Working  in  a 
school  where  we  have  run  a  most  flourishing 
Coin  Club  since  1969,  it  is  most  sad  to  report 
that  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to  recruit  new 
collectors.  Ten  years  ago  it  was  common  for 


our  twice-a-week  meetings  to  be  attended  by 
over  50  11-18  year  old  boys  (but  surprisingly 
few  girls).  I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  the 
Royal  Mint  is  to  a  large  extent  responsible  for 
our  catastrophic  drop  in  numbers  as  they  have 
lured  away  young  potential  collectors  with 
their  excellent,  glossy  publicity  inviting  them 
to  part  with  comparatively  large  sums  of 
money  for  a  coin  or  coin  set,  superbly  mar¬ 
keted  but,  alas,  a  bitter  disillusionment  to 
these  youngsters  and  their  parents  when  they 
want  to  move  to  more  interesting  areas  of 
numismatics  and  find  their  initial  purchases 
from  the  Royal  Mint  have  a  resale  value  of 
only  a  fraction  of  the  original  outlay.  It  is  small 
wonder  that  adverse  parental  comment  follows 
and  another  young  potential  numismatic  flame 
is  extinguished. 

The  B.N.T.A.  is  not  without  blame  in  this 
respect,  as  they  are  seen  to  actively  encourage 
the  Royal  Mint  to  participate  in  coin  fairs  and 
also  act  as  authorised  signatories  to  young¬ 
sters'  collections  during  National  Coin  Week, 
thereby  providing  the  Royal  Mint  with  yet 
another  name  and  address  for  their  mailing 
list.  In  the  long  run,  B.N.T.A.  dealers  are 
losing  out  on  new  customers  and  few  realise 
the  damage  done  to  the  hobby's  long-term 
interests.  — C.D.  COOKE,  Manchester. 

We  have  received  a  number  of  letters  in  res¬ 
ponse  to  Professor  Tameanko' s  article  in  our 
December  Bulletin,  and  an  article  that  we  print 
elsewhere.  The  following  is  typical  of  the  reac¬ 
tions  received.  -  Editor. 

I  would  like  to  react  to  the  article  of  Mr  M. 
Tameanko  “A  Phallic  image  on  the  Tetra- 
drachms  of  the  Bar  Kochba  Revolt”,  which 
was  published  in  the  Seaby  Bulletin  December 
1985.  I  understand  that  Mr  Tameanko  is  not 
Jewish,  if  he  were,  he  would  know  that  sex  or 
the  exhibiting  of  the  sex  organs  of  male  or 
female,  no  sculpture,  no  graven  image  (as  Mr 
Tameanko  himself  says  in  his  article)  are 
allowed  in  Jewish  religion.  This  being  under¬ 
stood,  all  the  numismatic  researchers  since  the 
Bar  Kochba  coins  were  known,  have  not  found 
a  phallic  image  on  these  tetradrachms.  We 
have  to  remember  that  Bar  Kochba  and  his 
fighters  were  extremely  religious  and  were 
attached  to  the  Jewish  religion;  would  he 
therefore  strike  a  phallus  on  his  coins? 

I  buy  a  lulav  and  an  etrog  every  year  for  the 
feast  of  Tabernacles.  In  the  many  Synagogues 
I  have  prayed  in  in  Haifa  and  Jerusalem  no 
one  ever  thought  that  he  was  carrying  the 
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image  of  a  phallus  in  his  hands.  In  no  Jewish 
holy  scripture  is  mentioned  that  the  Etrog 
resembles  a  sex  organ  or  that  the  feast  of 
Tabernacles  has  anything  to  do  with  sex. 

If  Mr  Tameanko  could  read  Hebrew  and 
read  the  Prayers  of  Hosana  which  arc  prayed 
while  holding  the  lulav  and  etrog,  etc.,  he 
would  know  that  the  prayers  are  for  health, 
good  crops,  for  the  health  of  children,  etc., 
nothing  is  mentioned  about  sex.  Nothing  will 
help  Mr  Tameanko  if  he  brings  faulty  evidence 
from  Romans  and  Hellenists  of  ancient  Jewish 
ways.  Beside  this,  the  Jews  in  the  revolt 
against  the  Romans  fought  for  their  lives,  and 
Mr  Tameanko  says  in  the  end  of  his  article  that 
the  Jews  were  fighting  to  achieve  religious 
freedom,  political  liberty  and  the  redemption 
of  their  homeland  from  the  Roman  conquer¬ 
ors.  At  such  a  decisive  time  did  they  have  in 
mind  'this  important  matter  to  strike  a  phallus 
on  their  tetradachms"?  1  showed  Mr  Tamean- 
ko's  article  to  a  certain  Professor  who  is  one  of 
the  greatest  researchers  of  Jewish  religion 
literature  -  he  was  astounded  and  shocked  that 
such  an  article  was  ever  printed. 

About  20  years  ago  a  stamp  in  honour  of  the 
tig  tree  was  released  by  the  Israel  Post  Office. 
The  fig  sprout  and  two  figs  printed  on  this 
stamp  did  resemble  a  phallus  and  testicles.  Of 
course  neither  the  Artist  nor  the  Post  Office 
wanted  to  issue  a  stamp  with  the  image  of  a 
phallus.  The  same  applies  in  the  Bar  Kochba 
tetradrachms,  the  phallus  image  seen  by  Mr 
Tameanko  is  an  accident  as  the  stamp  with  a 
phallic  image  was  an  accident.  —  E.  SEM-

It  was  with  great  astonishment  and  disgust  that 
I  read  a  recent  article  by  Marvin  Tameanko  on 
'A  Phallic  I  triage  on  the  Tetradrachms  of  the 
Bar  Kochba  Revolt’,  which  was  published  in 
Seaby  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  for  December 
1985.  1  know  very  well  that  the  Editors  are  not 
responsible  directly  for  the  contents  of  the 
papers  they  publish,  but  there  must  be  a  limit 
to  w  hat  a  prestigious  publication  can  afford  to 
print.  The  idea  of  a  phallic’  symbol  on  the 
Jewish  coins  is  so  absurd  that  to  react  to  it 
academically  would  be  ridiculous,  but  I  feel 
that  for  the  sake  of  innocent  people  who  may 
take  this  notion  seriously  I  would  like  to  say  a 
few  words. 

1  he  irregular  shape  of  the  ethrog  on  the 
Jewish  coins  of  the  Bar  Kochba  War  is  strange 
only  to  those  who  are  not  familar  with  the 
botanic  world,  and  are  not  aware  that  this  is 
the  natural  shape  of  a  certain  type  of  ethrog, 
which  is  used  today  by  several  Jewish  commu¬ 


nities,  side  by  side  with  the  more  familar  type, 
which  is  lemon-shaped. 

A  theory  cannot  be  proved  on  the  basis  of 
drawings  rather  than  photographs,  and  the 
drawings  which  appear  in  the  article  in  your 
Bulletin  are  inaccurate  and  therefore  mislead¬ 
ing.  It  seems  they  were  done  in  this  wav  to 
prove  the  author’s  point.  The  bizarre  idea  of 
the  phallic’  symbol  on  Jewish  coins  should  be 
rejected  from  all  points  of  view.  I  suspect, 
indeed  that  the  author,  instead  of  attempting 
to  present  the  simple  academic  truth,  had 
some  other  intention  in  mind  when  writing  this 
paper.  —  Professor  YAAKOV  MESHORER, 
Curator  of  Numismatics,  The  Israel  Museum, 
Jerusalem. 

Mr  Tameanko's  recent  article  in  the  December 
Bulletin  is  not  the  first  time  that  sexual  imagery 
has  been  proposed  for  the  symbolism  on 
ancient  Jewish  coins.  Wirgin  and  Mandcl  (His¬ 
tory  of  coins  and  symbols  in  ancient  Israel, 
New  York)  presented  similar  theses  in  1958. 
Dr  Ernst  Klimowsky’s  refutation  followed  in 
the  same  year  ('Symbols  on  ancient  Jewish 
coins'  was  published  in  The  Dating  and  Mean¬ 
ing  of  Ancient  Jewish  Coins  and  Symbols, 
Jerusalem.  The  essay  was  reprinted  in  On 
Ancient  Palestinian  and  Other  Coins,  Their 
Symbolism  and  Metrology,  Tel  Aviv  1974).  It 
is  a  tribute  to  the  late  Dr  Klimowsky  that  his 
essay  remains  relevant.  Readers  who  sympath¬ 
ize  with  Mr  Tameanko's  views  are  referred  to 
the  section  of  Dr  Klimowsky’s  essay  entitled 
Lulab  and  Ethrog'. 

Mr  Tameanko  concludes  that  the  Israelites 
.  .  .  were  deeply  affected  by  the  pagan  customs 
of  the  Romans',  offering  the  'phallic'  imagery 
on  the  Revolt  coins  as  proof  of  that  influence. 
On  the  contrary,  the  Revolts  and  the  despe¬ 
ration  with  which  they  were  fought%are  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  dissatisfaction  the  Jews  felt  with 
Roman  influence.  A.  H.  M.  Jones  (The  Her- 
ods  of  Judaea,  Oxford  1938.  p.  223)  w  rote  of 
the  Great  Rebellion,  'The  main  factor  was 
undoubtedly  religious  nationalism;  the 
Romans  were  hated  simply  as  gentiles  whose 
rule  over  the  people  of  God  was  a  sacrilege’. 
There  was  no  room  for  anything  Roman  on  the 
Revolt  coinages,  least  of  all  phallic  imagerv.  -

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NOTES  ON  HAMMERED 
HALFPENCE  AND  FARTHINGS

Ibis  is  the  conclusion  of  a  series  which  started  in  1964,  the  last  instalment  of  which 
appeared  in  the  1979  Bulletin  on  page  89.  There  is  now  a  new  generation  of  readers 
and,  thanks  to  the  activities  of  'Treasure  hunters’  there  are  new  coins  to  be  included.  1 
propose  to  mention  three  coins  of  Edward  VI  all  of  which  are  extremely  rare  and  then 
to  provide  an  illustrated  summary  so  that  additions  and  corrections  can  be  made  while 
providing  at  the  same  time  a  means  of  distinguishing  between  the  coins. 

Edward  VI 


A  base  silver  halfpenny  bearing  Edward’s  portrait  facing  right  and  with  legend  E.D.G. 
ROSA  SINE  SPI  was  issued  at  Bristol,  the  reverse  has  a  long  cross  fourchee  with 
trefoils  in  the  forks  and  sets  of  3  pellets  in  each  of  the  angles  and  legend  CIVITAS 
BRISTOLL  (Fig.  1 )  This  coin  was  lot  993  in  the  Ryan  Sale.  A  clipped  coin  otherwise 
similar  in  the  same  Sale  was  queried  as  being  of  the  London  mint  but  this  remains 
uncertain. 

In  the  period  during  which  base  pence  bearing  a  double  rose  as  obverse  type  was 
issued  there  were  also  struck  some  base  halfpence  bearing  a  single  rose  as  obverse  tvpe 
with  legend  E.D.G.  ROSA  SINE  SP,  the  reverse  has  a  cross  fourchee  on  the  royal 
arms  with  CIVITAS  LONDON  around.  Fig.  2  was  lot  1002  in  the  Ryan  collection. 

During  this  period  a  farthing  having  as  obverse  type  a  portcullis  and  as  reverse  type 
a  cross  and  pellets  was  struck;  this  coin  is  illustrated  in  Seaby  Catalogue  (n.  2477). 

There  is  no  reason  to  extend  the  descriptions  to  the  silver  halfpence  of  Elizabeth, 
James  I  and  Charles  I  and  the  Commonwealth  because  the  types  with  their  mint  marks 
are  distinctive  and  the  coins  are  illustrated  in  the  Catalogue.

A  SELECTION  OE  BYZANTINE  COINS  IN 
THE  BARBER  INSTITUTE  OE  LINE  ARTS 
PRINCIPALLY  EROM  THE  COLLECTION 
OE  l)R  P.  I).  WHITTING  C».  M.  by  John 
Kent.  The  Barber  Institute  of  Line  Arts,  Birm¬ 
ingham.  1985.  211  x  149mm.  80pp.  124  illus. 
Paper  covers.  £4.50  +  75p.  for  p.  &  p. 

The  combination  of  the  names  of  Dr  Philip 
Whitting  and  Dr  John  Kent  on  a  book  about 
Byzantine  coins  immediately  tells  one  that  this 
is  something  to  be  looked  at.  T  his  booklet  is.  in 
a  way,  a  celebration  of  Dr  Whitting’s  collec¬ 
tion,  now  freely  available  to  scholar  and  stu¬ 
dent  m  the  good  hands  of  the  Barber  Institute. 
The  book's  dedication  'For  Philip  D.  Whitting 
Scholar,  Teacher,  Collector'  tells  all  that  he 
has  stood  for  and  is  known  for  in  the  field  of 
Byzantine  numismatics;  people  without 
number  owe  him  a  debt  under  any  of  these 
headings.  Dr  Kent  has  drawn  from  the  collec¬ 
tion,  with  the  acknowledged  help  of  Mr  Nubar 
Hampartumian,  a  selection  of  coins  that  spans 
Byzantine  numismatics  from  Anastasius  to 
Manuel  II,  often  several  coins  of  various  deno¬ 
minations  to  illustrate  one  reign.  Each  coin  is 
reproduced  at  x  1  \  actual  size,  a  very  useful 
innovative  feature  that  allows  detail  to  be 


easily  seen  and  finer  points  of  portraits  to  be 
appreciated.  A  full  numismatic  description  of 
the  coin,  which  includes  weights,  size,  die  axes 
and  references  to  Sear  and  Grierson,  is  often 
followed  by  very  perceptive  comments  on  the 
individual  reign,  the  monetary  standards 
obtaining  or  other  points  of  interest.  For 
example,  the  reverse  legend  STAVRACIS 
DESPO’X  on  No.  70.  a  solidus  of  Nicephorus 
I  and  Stauracius,  indicates  how  his  name  was 
pronounced,  something  quite  unusual  to 
obtain  from  numismatic  evidence. 

The  catalogue  listing  and  description  of  the 
coins  is  preceded  by  two  short  essays  on 
'Byzantine  Coins:  A  Brief  Survey’  and  'In¬ 
scriptions  on  Byzantine  Coins’,  which  are  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  full  Glossary  and  a  Bibliography. 
This  is  an  excellent  and  especially  well  illus¬ 
trated  booklet  that  will  not  only  serve  to  open 
the  doors  into  the  mysteries  of  Byzantine  coins 
for  the  beginner  but  also  be  of  interest  to  the 
specialist  collector  as  well.  Let  us  hope  that 
this  is  but  a  forerunner  of  other  publications 
that  will  catalogue  or  present  more  from  the 
splendid  numismatic  collection  that  the  Barber 
Institute  of  Fine  Arts  can  be  justly  proud  of.

British  Museum  gets  coins  found  in  crock.  A 

crock  containing  1,500  15th-  and  16th-century 
British  gold  and  silver  coins  has  been  awarded 
to  its  rightful  owner  —  the  British  Museum. 

At  least  that  was  the  conclusion  of  an 
inquest  started  after  a  farmer  and  his  helper 
found  the  crock  buried  in  a  cowshed  in  Thirsk. 
England. 

The  crock  contained  30  gold  coins,  with  the 
oldest  of  all  the  gold  and  silver  pieces  dated 
1560. 

The  inquest  jury,  after  hearing  experts  tes¬ 
tify  the  coins  were  worth  tens  of  thousands  of 
dollars,  ruled  the  coins  were  treasure  trove 
and  therefore  crown  property. 

The  hoard  will  go  to  the  British  Museum, 
with  the  finders,  farmer  Christopher  Greensit 
and  helper  Brian  Robinson,  getting  several 


thousand  dollars  in  compensation. 

“They  are  no  good  to  me,  and  I  don't  know 
what  to  expect,”  Greensit  said.  “But  they 
were  a  once-in-a-lifetime  find.” 

The  coins  were  probably  buried  by  a  frigh¬ 
tened  landowner  in  the  1640s  civil  war  between 
King  Charles  1  and  Oliver  Cromwell.  —  Work I 
Coin  News,  22  October  1985.

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THE  ETROG  ON  TETRADRACHMS 

OF  BAR-KOKHBA

Ancient  numismatics  abounds  in  unlikely  conjectures  and  farfetched  theories.  In  some 
cases,  such  as  the  identification  of  'widow's  mites’  with  prutot  of  Alexander  Yannai,  these 
fantasies  are  quite  harmless.  In  other  cases,  however,  wild  conjectures  are  proposed 
apparently  for  the  sole  purpose  of  shocking  and  confusing  the  reader.  To  this  category 
belongs  a  recently  published  conjecture  of  Marvin  Tameanko  ''  which  asserts  that  the 
etrog  (citron)  depicted  on  the  reverse  side  of  tetradrachms  struck  by  Bar-Kokhba  is  a 
phallic  symbol. 

Tameanko  is  not  the  first  writer  to  see  phallic  symbols  on  coins  of  the  Jewish-Roman 
wars.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  other  proponents  of  similar  theories  6  maintained 
that  the  lulav  (palm  sprig)  displayed  on  coins  of  the  revolts  depicts  a  phallic  symbol, 
whereas  the  etrog  represents  a  testis.  Chacun  a  son  gout. 

All  tetradrachms  of  Bar-Kokhba  depict  the  Temple  fagade  on  the  obverse  side,  and  the 
'four  species’  of  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles  (that  is,  the  lulav  with  willow  and  myrtle  twigs 
and  the  etrog)  on  the  reverse  side.  The  purpose  of  these  and  similar  symbols  on  Bar- 
Kokhba’s  coins  was  to  inspire  the  people  and  to  infuse  into  them  a  desire  to  recover 
Jerusalem  and  to  rebuild  the  Temple.  Tameanko,  however,  is  not  concerned  with  the 
patriotic  and  religious  motives  of  Bar-Kokhba’s  rebellion.  He  finds  nothing  unnatural  nor 
incongruous  in  suggesting  that  the  holy  Temple  and  three  out  of  'the  four  species’  were 
displayed  on  tetradrachms  together  with  a  phallus.  Tameanko  builds  his  conjecture  on 
some  careless  observations  and  conclusions  concerning  the  shape  of  the  etrog,  a  vague 
reference  to  the  Talmud,  and  a  general  remark  about  the  prevalance  of  phallic  symbols  in 
ancient  Rome  that  could  have  spread  to  Judaea.  He  also  notes  that  ancient  Hebrews 
disobeyed  religious  laws  both  in  biblical  times  and  in  the  late  Roman  and  Byzantine 
periods,  and  thus  presumably  also  during  Bar-Kokhba’s  revolt. 

Tameanko  claims  that  'the  coins  catalogued  in  references  as  Meshorer  166,  178,  179, 
180  and  199  leave  no  question  as  to  the  intent  of  the  die  maker  to  portray  a  phallus’.  This 
‘shocking  and  disturbing  observation'  is  based  on  his  belief  that  an  etrog  must  be  'elliptical 
shaped’  (sic),  and  on  his  hand-drawn,  rather  inaccurate  reproductions  of  the  photographs 
in  Meshorer.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  an  etrog  needs  not  be  'elliptical  shaped’,  nor  even 
ellipsoidal:  it  may  have  a  waist,  as  the  type  used  today  by  several  Jewish  communities, 
such  as  the  Yemenites.4  Furthermore,  etrogs  on  Tameanko’s  drawings  substantially  differ 
from  the  etrogs  of  the  corresponding  photographs  in  Meshorer.  This  is  particularly  true 
about  the  drawing  at  the  top  of  p.  419.  The  etrog  on  the  photograph  ot  coin  M-181  in 
Meshorer’s  book  does  not  even  resemble  that  on  Tameanko’s  sketch  on  which  he 
represents  the  etrog  as  a  phallus  with  a  well  marked  glans.  Nor  does  the  etrog  on  the 
photograph  of  coin  M-199  look  like  the  object  on  the  sketch  in  the  middle  of  page  420  in 
Meshorer.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  etrog  on  the  reverse  of  coin  M-199  is  quite  convex. 
Tameanko  even  imagines  a  phallus  on  the  silver  denarius  M-166  (Bulletin  p.  420,  lines 
8/9)  on  which  no  etrog  is  displayed  at  all.  Also,  the  shape  of  the  two  etrogim  on  the  sketch 
at  the  top  of  p.  421  does  not  correspond  to  that  on  the  photograph  of  coin  M-163  in 
Meshorer.  Tameanko’s  reproduction  of  this  photograph  is  particularly  inaccurate:  the 
cup,  the  lulav  and  the  two  etrogim  are  mis-shapen  (cf.  Kindler,  [coin  791]),  and  the  letters 
in  the  legends  are  distorted. 

Tameanko’s  article  is  illustrated  by  drawings  of  four  tetradrachms  (M-178,  M-181, 
M-199,  and  M-201)  and  two  bronze  coins  of  the  First  Revolt  (M-162  and  M-163),  and  a 
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sketch  of  a  wall  plaque  from  Pompeii  ‘showing  a  common  phallic  symbol'.  This  appears  to 
be  the  total  data  base  for  Tameanko's  conclusions.  Nevertheless  he  does  not  hesitate  to 
claim  that  ‘less  than  8%  ot  the  coins  catalogued  in  books  show  a  normal  elliptical  shaped 
citron  or  none  at  all.  The  other  92%  show  an  elongated  form  .  .  .'.  What  coins?  In  what 
books?  Tameanko  cites  no  numismatic  books  or  catalogues  other  than  Meshorer:  neither 
Meshorer's  new  comprehensive  catalogue  4  with  28  photographs  of  tetradrachms,  nor 
Kindler’s  catalogue  of  the  collection  of  the  Bank  of  Israel. 2  nor  even  the  catalogue  of  the 
British  Museum  1  which  lists  20  tetradrachms  of  Bar-kokhba,  12  of  w  hich  are  illustrated. 
It  is  not  clear  whether  Tameanko  bothered  to  examine  any  coins  before  reaching  his 
astonishing  conclusions,  or  he  relied  entirely  on  his  sketches  of  photographs. 

Tameanko  believes  that  he  has  found  support  for  his  conjecture  in  a  paragraph  in  the 
Talmud  which,  according  to  him,  implies  that  some  growers  moulded  citrons  into  the 
obviously  pornographic  shape  of  a  phallus'.  I  le  apparently  refers  to  Chapter  III  of  Sukka, 
the  sixth  tractate  of  the  order  Mo'ed  in  the  Babylonian  Talmud,  which  contains  a  lengthy 
discussion  on  the  kashrut  (ritual  fitness)  of  the  ‘four  species'  in  a  great  variety  of 
situations.  For  example,  it  is  stated  that  the  etrog  is  unfit  it  its  nipple  is  removed.  This 
ruling  may  indeed  have  been  the  reason  why  etrogim  engraved  on  Jewish  coins  appear 
with  prominent  nipples;  this  in  turn  may  be  the  cause  why  Tameanko  sees  glandes  on 
tetradrachms  of  Bar-Kokhba.  Incidentally.  Tameanko  is  wrong  in  believing  that  an  etrog 
is  unfit  if  its  stem  is  removed  [p.  420,  lines  3/4).  The  Talmud  states  specifically  that  this  is 
not  the  case.  In  the  same  chapter  a  sage  named  Raba  states  that  if  an  etrog  is  grown  in  a 
mould  so  that  it  has  the  appearance  of  another  species,  then  it  is  unfit.  It  is  noted 
explicitly,  however,  that  Raba's  statement  applies  only  in  a  case  where  an  etrog  was 
moulded  in  the  shape  of  planks  joined  together.  Tameanko  believes  that  this  short 
talmudic  dictum  can  be  extrapolated  to  justify  his  conclusion  that  ‘all  evidence  points  to 
the  fact  that  the  growers  of  citrons  moulded  the  fruit  to  represent  a  pagan  phallic  symbol 
and  these  were  used  during  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles  .  .  .’.  This  was  so,  according  to 
Tameanko,  because  in  Rome  phallic  symbols  were  ubiquitous  and  ‘through  common  use, 
the  phallus  became  a  trite  and  acceptable  superstitious  symbol  even  in  Israel'.  Having 
mentioned  that  ‘the  second  commandment  was  openly  violated  in  the  synagogues  where 
archaeologists  have  uncovered  many  art  forms  and  images  of  animals,  people  and, 
unbelievably,  pagan  gods’,  and  that  the  Bible  is  full  of  prophetic  warnings  .  .  .',  he  draws 
the  conclusion  that  ‘the  citron  was  portrayed  openly  and  accurately  as  powerful  phallus 
on  .  .  .  coins’.  It  matters  little,  it  appears,  that  no  Bar-kokhba  coin  bears  graven  images 
of  any  kind,  whether  human  or  animal,  and  that  even  the  Romans,  with  all  their  apparent 
passion  for  phallic  symbols,  represented  phalli  in  brothels,  on  pornographic  artifacts,  etc., 
but  never  on  coins  in  conjuction  with  portraits  of  emperors.  It  is  preposterous  to  maintain 
that  Bar-kokhba,  the  Prince  (Nasi)  of  Israel,  acclaimed  as  the  Messiah  by  Rabbi  Akiba, 
would  choose  to  desecrate  religious  symbols  on  the  very  coins  that  were  meant  to  inspire 
his  followers  and  fill  them  with  patriotic  and  religious  fervour. 

Numismatic  theories  do  not  have  the  certainty  of  mathematical  theorems.  There  may 
always  be  some  doubt  about  the  validity  of  a  theory  involving  ancient  Jewish  coins.  There 
cannot  be  much  doubt,  however,  about  Tameanko's  conjecture.  It  well  deserves  to 
remain  unrecorded  and  unrecognized'.
